the famous battlo ot Bull Run, in Vir- 
ginia. It was the thirteenth battle in the 
war of the rebellion, but the losses were 
more than double- those of nil previous 
battios combined. Until Sunday, July 21,'. 
18G1, there had been no battlo of special 
.importance. There had been skirmishes 
—twelve in number—but the .Union and 
tho Confederate armies had never met to 
measure ct>inons, muskets, and eabrea, 
until that beautiCul Sunday morning 
twenty

ago, 
when

other on the Jtnll Bun river 
about 


40 
miles from Washington. General 


McDowell was ii command of the Union 
forces and crossed Bull Run with about 
18,000 men of all arms; md General 
Bouuresard, commi>'uling the Confeder- 
ate forcca, claimed to have bnt 17,000, and 
charred the Ur'on side with having B5,- 
000. Bnt official reports show that the 
forces of McDowell did not number more 
than 
18,000 
or 20,000 men. Those

Neither had over seen a solid battle.

after having been charged with firing 
on his superior, was asked what defense 
he had to make. In a fowsimple words 
he explained that he had been placedon 
duty at uncertain spot, with strict orders 
not to allow any ono to pans without 
giving tho countersign; that an officer, 
whom ho now recognized to bo-the Ad- 
jutant, had endeavored to force pass 
without giving the word, anrl on being 
Ercvented had seized his vine, which 


ad gone off by accident. Tho Adjutant- 


Major, on being interrogated, could not 
but admit tho truth of this statement, 
and tho Colonel, a severe but just dis- 
ciplinarian, amid tho cheers of those 
present, gave judgment as follows: 
" Tho Adjutant will remain in his quar- 
ters during tho next eight days, having 
unnecessarily endeavored to cause a 
private to perform a breach of duty

CoUon-Qrowlnp and MnitnfActnring at 


the South. 


The cotton crop last year reached the 


unprecedented figure of 6,767,897 bales, 
xvch of which was twenty pounds heav- 
er than the bales of tho greatest anto- 
war crop. The aggregate yield of this 
rreat staple during the fifteen years fol- 
owlng tho war was-larger by 10,000,000 
Dales, and more valuable by nearly 
$700,000,000, than during the fifteen 
pears preceding the war. The crop of 
4io present year will bo the largest 
raised yet, and Is expected to amount to 
more than 0,000,000 bales. Since 1870 
the capacity o* the Southern cotton 
mills has Increased from 11,000 to more 
Jion 15,000 looms, and from 400,000 to 
700,000 spindles. Within tho samo pe- 
riod tho consumption of cotton has more 
;han doubled. It was 45,000,000 pounds 
In 1870, and In 1860 it had increased to 
moro than 100,000.000. The census re- 
urns show that during tho last decade 
;ho South has made more rapid strides 
n cotton factories than either tho coun- 
try at largo or New England, tho great 
center of tho Industry in America-. Tho 
progress that it has made, and promises 
a make, suggests the very Important 
nqulry whether the South has hot at 
:ast sot out upon that course which In 
time must lead to tho achievement of 
ono of tho great possibilities that nature 
ias put within its rcachi That the 
American gotten crop should bo sent raw 
o English mills, and returned manufac- 
tured to€lsatlantic markets, ts as abnor- 
mal and unnatural as that water should 
run np hill.—New York Herald.

The observations I have boon 'abjlo to 


make during a residence of Bcycrnl 
,'oara on n farm have convinced mo that 
:he common house wren is really one of 
our most valuable birds, not perhaps, 
from what they have dono, but frort tho 
possibilities wrapped up in thoir diminu- 
;iro bodies. They arc quite as social 
as tho pnrplo martin or tho bluebird, 
ind greatly surpass cither of those in 
the rapidity with which they increase. 
I began several years ago to provide 
thorn with nesting places in tho vicini- 
ty of my buildings. Sometimes 
I 


tastcnod tho skull ot a horsq or ox, or 
a small box, in a tree top. 
Biit latterly 


I have made it a practice every sprang 
to obtain thirty or forty cigar fioxes 
for this purpose. If the box 18 long 
and largo, I put a partition across tho 
middle, and make a hole through into 
each apartment. It is very seldom 
that those- boxes are not occupied by 
oao of these llttlo families. In. most 
instances two broods aro annually 
reared in each nesting-place. One of 
my boxes last season turned out three 
broods of young wrens—six little hun- 
gry birds each time, or eighteen In all. 
I think a cigar box never before did 
better duty. 
Tho lamented Robert 


Kenntcott stated that a single pair of 
wrens carried to their young about n 
thousand insects in a single day. . Like 
all young, rapidly growing birdsi :thoy 
are known to bo voracious eaters, liv- 
ing entirely upon insects. Tho: point 
upon which most stress may be (laid is 
this: That by providing them with nest- 
Ing places in our gardens, orchards 
or grounds, and not alloviagi them 
to be caught by cats or scared away by 
mischievous boys, wo may have scores, 
II not-hundreds of them about us during 
most of the tlnie la which Insects are 
destructive. They undoubtedly iroturn 
to tho same localities ycnr after year. 
Last season I had up about thirty of 
those nesting-boxes, and all but two or 
three, which were not favorably located, 
were occupied. 
My crop of wrens, 


could scarcely have oeen fesa than one 
hundred and fifty, and the old birds 
filled tho air wlthmuslo when they were 
not on duty in building their uosts or 
feeding their young. 
The coming 


snring 1 intend to put np at least a.hun- 
d*rcd of these nesting-boxes ,in my 
orchards and groves, and I have no 
doubt I shall bo repaid a hundred thou- 
sand fold for tho llttlo labor U costs. 
Aa long as they come bock so regularly 
every year ana in constantly increasing i 
numbers, and serve m» so well, I shall | 
do all in my 'power to protect and eh- | 
courage them. And I am of the opin- j 
Ion that when one species of social, j 


1 useful birds con be mode to congregate 
. in such unusual numbers, others will
